The cold, threatening weather was anything but 
conducive to good racing conditions yesterday at 
Lakeside, but still the usual large crowd was pres- 
ent and betting was brisk and comparatively 
heavy. The track had dried ont considerably, espe- 
cially from the center of the stretch run to the out- 
side rail, but was slow and somewhat dead and 
poor time was made in the different races. 

The most important race of the day was the 
fourth, a dash of one and a sixteenth miles for all 
ages. Bessie McCarthy was made an odds-on favor- 
ite and rewarded the confidence placed in her by 
her many supporters by winning in hollow fashion. 
Charley Thompson displayed much speed and led 
by a fair margin until jnst after turning into the 
final Quarter, where Battiste called on Bessie Mc- 
Carthy.

“The steeplechases, which were put on the card 
to prove an attraction, have been one of the lode- 
stones to draw the crowds.

This sport has also been very free 
from scandal; just one bad-looking performance 
was noted. That was the ride that Bartley gave 
Henry Gibbs, and this lack of effort on the part of 
the jockey led to his indefinite suspension by Judge 
Price. The steeplechase has come to stay, and La- 
tonia has a pretty course and a safe one. There is 
only one bad spot in it, and that is where the 
horses come on to the infield after taking the jump 
after the start. The angle is a little sharp, but it 
can be remedied. The fields have been a little 
bnlky, and this could be altered by limiting the 
number of starters to ten and giving three steeple- 
chases each week.

NEW ORLEANS NOTES. 



Many sensational reports have found their way 
into the napers in regard to the recent ruling off in 
Paris of little Johnny Reiff, who rode his first win- 
ner over the Washington track in the summer of 
1898 when he scaled but fifty-five pounds. Most of 
them are ridiculous, especially the one in reference 
to drink being responsible for his downfall. The 
boy, who is now seventeen years of age, probably 
never touched liquor in hie life. Lester Reiff, who 
now lives at Oakland, has received the following 
letter from his brother from London, under date of 
October 13 : 

“I suppose you have heard through the newspa- 
pers that I have been ruled off by tbe race track 
police force for pulling a horse by the name of St. 
Sanlge, which belongs to a Frenchman named 
Conte St. Phalle. I will give yon a faint idea of 
this horse’s form. The first time that he ran he 
won from a lot of bad horses. Buchanan rode him, 
I rode him in his next start and came in second to 
one of the beet horses in France. McIntyre had 
the monnt in his next start and finished in the 
rock. St. Saulge did not start again until two 
months ago, when I rode him and won, beating 
some fair horses. A week later he was started 
again with Stern, the best jockey over here, in the 
saddle, and he was last by almost a sixteenth of a 
mile. In his next start he opened at 1 to 2 in the 
betting, and two bookmakers laid against him. I 
rode and was jnst beaten. No one paid any atten- 
tion to the race except the police, who took no 
action until two weeks later. The horse that beat 
St. Sanlge has since won two races, finishing ahead 
of some fair horses.’’

j Of a new track to be constructed at St. Lonis the 
Republic of Sunday says :*“P.;SJ.iCarmody, pro- 
moter of the new race track to be operated under 
the auspices of the Monnd (Jity,,Bacers and Braed- 
ers’IAssociation, yesterday closed a lease for eight 
years on the ICO-acre tract known as ‘Clark place,’ 
sitnated at the corner of. Natnral Bridge road and 
Union avenne. 

“Mr. Carmody said last night that the price 
agreed npon for the lease was $8,000 per year for a 
I>eriod of eight years and a danse therein provides 
for the purchase of the property if the lessors see 
fit before the expiration of two years. 

“ ‘This track will be ready for racing before May 
1, 1902,’ said Mr. Carmody, ‘It is the intention of 
j the association to expena several hnndred thon- 
j sand dollars on the improvement of tne property. 
We intend to bnild a first-class race track, to be 
ran as race tracks were twenty years ago, with a 
beautifnl clnbhonse and all other appurtenances 
that go to make np a model plant. 

“ ‘It is my intention to operate this track for 
thirty days each year, and to bring racing back to 
the old style of a short, pleasurable and profitable 
meeting. Some of the most prominent persons of 
I St. Lonis are with me in this enterprise. 

“ ‘It is also my intention to give a brief trotting 
1 meeting in the fall of each year. 

I “ ‘A report has been circnlated to the effect that 
I the Western Jockey Club will not i>ermit any new 
I tracks to open in St. Louis. I cannot seei why 
I citizens of [St. Louis] should be dictated to. iu~a 
I matter of this kind. Whether or not th« Western 
Jockey Club interferes, the Mound City Bacersjand 
Breeders’ Association will carry out its schedule,’ 

I “The arrangements for the lease were conducted 
j on the part of the Clark heirs through Attorney 
I Semple of Philadelphia. The location is considered 
by Mr, Carmody as ideal for the reason that the 
property can be reached in forty minutes from al- 
most any part of the city, and both the Sabnrban 
‘ and Transit companies afford ample facilities. A 
belt line skirts the proposed plant.”

Of goseipiog reports and incidents cropping up 
during the last day of racing at the Aqueduct track 
last Saturday the Sun of Sunday said: 

“A rumor was afloat among racing men yesterday 
that the Aqueduct track had fallen into disfavor 
among the powers that be and that next year the 
Queens County Jockey Club’s spring and fall meet- 
ings would not occupy four weeks, but only half 
that time. Just how the rumor started nobody 
seemed able to discover, but it spread rapidly. At- 
tached to the report was the statement that the 
new racetrack at Jamaica controlled by the re- 
cently organized Metropolitan Jockey Club, of 
which Timothy D. Snllivan, P. H. McCarren and 
other well known politicians are loading lights, 
would receive part, if not all, of the dates formerly 
used by Aqueduct. Timothy D. Snllivan was at 
the track yesterday, holding a number of myste- 
rious conferences. Ho first talked with Senator 
McCarren, then with Frank Farrell and afterward 
with R. Tucker, who, with Thomas D. Reilly, 
holds a controlling interest in Aqueduct. When 
asked about the new track at Jamaica, Sullivan 
said to the Sun reporter : 

“ 'The track will be ready for business in the 
spring. Wo have made an application to The Jockey 
Club for dates and wo hope to get them. W’o have 
spared no expense to make the track one of the 
finest in the country and we intend to do all in our 
power to further the interests of the sport. No, I 
cannot say when wo expect to hold our meetirgs 
for that has been left to The Jockey Club. But the 
public can rest assured that if wo do open, wo will 
have some high class racing,’ 

“Sullivan said ho know nothing Bbout the report 
concerning the curtailment of A<iuoduct’s dates. 

“Jack McGinnis cleaned up another bank roll on 
the victory of his colt. Tribes Hill yesterday. It 
will be recalled that he bought the colt from the 
Messrs. Sanford at Morris Park recently for $iro. 
and that when Tribes Hill won the other day at 60 
to 1 he cashed $7,500 in bats. Yesterday the colt w as 
quoted at 10 to 1. McGinnis bet $’50 straight, $!00 
place and $>00 third, pocketing about $5,500 on the 
result. Tribes Hill, therefore, won about $1,403 in 
purses for his now owner, whose gross winnings 
since he got hold of the colt are nearly $16,000. 

“The western crowd went down hard on Glen 
W'ater in the Oakdale Handicap. A. Shields also 
lost a big bet on Hunter Raine. St. Finnan, the 
winner, again showed that ho is a far better horse 
in the fall than in midsummer. Hackensack, the 
winner of the fifth race, was recently the property 
of P. J. Dwyer, who bred him. In this event Geisha 
Girl, Mart Mullen, Guy Park and Louise Elston 
were the tips. More Money was lost on Jack 
o’Lantern than on any favorite during the day. 

“Though The Huguenot was regarded as a ‘load 
pipe’ in the last race, there were others thought to 
have a fine chance. One of them was Bine Victor. 
Those who had the tip pounded his price from 50 to 
1 down to tons only to see him run all the way in 
the ruck. There was a plunge cn Henry Clay Rye, 
with Redfern up. Flara. which ran third, was re- 
duced from 50 to 1 to 20 to 1, the show books suffer- 
ing. Groat American was also backed solidly for 
the place. 

“During the day W. M. Redfern, the father of 
jockey Redfern, received a sealed envelope from 
Sidney Paget. Though the contents wore not made 
known it was said that the letter contained an offer 
for the boy’s services from W. C. Whitney and that 
if the negotiations are concluded Redfern will rido 
for Mr. Whitney and J. B. Haggin. Mr. Paget, who 
has boon closely identified with Mr. Whitney in rac- 
ing matters, is now allied with Mr. Haggin, having 
purchased a number of yearlings fur the latter at 
a recent sale. Bedfern’s father held a long confab 
with Col. James E. Pepper, who has sot a price of 
$M,C00 on his contract with the jockey. There may 
be some developments tomorrow in Washington. 

“Before the races were over the Aqueduct stew- 
ards, W. 8. Vosburgh, C. H. Pettingill and Frank 
T. Clarke, announced that the case against A. L. 
Aste had bsen dismissed. Mr. Pettingill left for 
California hist night to act as presiding steward at 
the winter meeting to be held there. 

“Terry McGovern, who bought Cincinnatus from 
M. F. Dwyer on Friday, will send the colt to Wash- 
ington, New Orleans and San Francisco this winter. 
His brother, Phil, will go along to ride. 

“J. B. Respess will ship his horses to Latonia to- 
day. When the races ended yesterday a train of 
‘palace horse cars’ rolled to the track entrance to 
take a number of stables to Bennings. Starter Cas- 
sidy and Jugde Clarence McDowell will ofiiciato 
there. Before leaving last night Cassidy said : 

•‘ ‘I hope I’ll never start at Aqueduct again !’ 

“C. Black bought Black Dick yesterday from L. 
V. Bell. 

“Many persons were puzzled over the pronuncia- 
tion of the name of the horse Yentihw, who started 
in the fifth race. Some of them discovered that the 
odd name was ‘Whitney,’ spelled backward. 

“One of the race trains to Aqueduct was stopped 
-just beyond Ozone Park yesterday because a boy 
dropped a dollar watch on the track. A trainman 
ran hack after it, but before he could return to the 
cars somebody pulled the bell rope and the engineer 
went on without him. The buy leaped off and 



walked to the track with his watch and the brake- 
man, who was decidedly hot under the collar, 

“F. R. Hitchcock is visiting J. E. Madden’s breed- 
ing establishment at Hamburg Place. Mr, Hitch- 
cock has a number of horses there.” 

ZIEOLEK’8 YOUNGSTERS. 

A letter from Lexington to the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune, under date of November 8, says: 

“H, M. Ziegler, Cincinnati’s prominent theatrical 
manager, whose string of horses, including the al- 
most invincible Hermis, has made such a brilliant 
record on the turf this year, will the coming season 
have in training the largest string of two-year-olds 
that has ever worn the colors of any Ohio turfman. 
The late Charles Fleischmann never had during his 
racing career as many youngsters a's Mr. Ziegler 
now has in the care of Dan O’Brien here. In addi- 
tion to these youngsters, he will also have eleven to 
twelve older horses, which will make his string de- 
cidedly formidable in racing oven for horses of any 
age. Flushed with the success of the past season, M r 
Ziegler spared no expense to get together a star 
string of horses for 1933. His thirty colts coming 
two-year-olds cost him an aggregate of $14,700. For 
one he paid $6,C09, and several of the others cost 
him half as much. This thirty head of youngsters 
were taken up by Dan O’Brien at the Kentucky 
Association track during the latter part of July 
Fully a dozen of the number were just recovering 
from a slight attack of distemper, and, though the 
entire bunch are now in the pink of condition, and 
since in O’Brien’s care at the race track have never 
known an hour’s sickness, they are not quite so far 
advanced in preparation as is required for speedy 
yearling trials, or as some of their more favored 
stable mates. 

“To date, the $5,C00 brother of Lady Schorr, the 
bay colt Don John, by Esher— W’ar Mantle, has 
shown the fastest quarter, going the distance in 231 
seconds, while Prastina, a chestnut filly, by Henry 
of Navarro— St. Priscilla, by Rayon d’Or, and the 
gray colt, by Faraday— Safety, by Buchanan, have 
both gone quarters in 234 seconds, and the chestnut 
colt by Cayuga- Mendacity, by Tom Ochiltree, and 
the chestnut colt by Flying Dutchman— Troika, by 
Rossifer, have both worked in 231. No less than five 
of Ziegler’s other yearlings have shown quarters in 
24 seconds, they being the black colt by Buck Massie 
— Rosalie, by Cyprus; bay filly, by Knight of the 
Thistle— Squander, by Spendthrift; chestnut colt 
(brother of Florita), by Loyalist— Lytho, by En- 
quirer; bay colt (half brother of Kriss Kringle), by 
Deceiver— Brnne, by Ircquois, and the chestnut 
filly by Wadsworth— Red Dress, by King Alfonso. 
The remaining twenty head belonging to the ex- 
owner of Hermis are all a little backward, and, as 
noted above, slow coming around, A full list fol- 
lows, being the first complete list of the comin.T 
two-year-olds of fiis great stable given out for pub- 
lication,

AN OLD TIMFB. 



James E. Kelly, whose racing career as book- 
maker, horse owner and track proprietor covers 
more than a score of years of American tnrf history, 
arrived from Enrope on the St. Panl last week after 
a prolonged absence abroad. While in Paris he met 
most of the Americans under the ban of the French 
police, and thinks that the latter have “bitten off 
more than they can chew.’’ 

Speaking farther on the matter, the returned 
bookmaker said: “The French will have bard work 
to make a case against Johnny Reiff and Milton 
Henry, in whom their employers ezpress the utmost 
confidence. In addition to this, both jockeys have 
a legion of friends over there. As for R.L. Rose and 
J. P. Korn, Ambassador Choate will see that they 
get none the worst of it. The whole matter looks 
to he dne to the jealously of the French jockeys 
over their Yankee competitors.” 

Along in the seventies Jimmy Kelly’s bookmaking 
operations on futures were on quite a large scale, as 
A. H. Cridge opened nezt door to his place and 
competition became more brisk. The season of 
1875 saw him pay some solid wagers. Murk LiUell 
winning from him a wager of $15,000 to $1,000 on 
Littell’s horse’s (Wildidle) doable snccess for the 
Fordham and Jockey Clnb Handicaps at Jerome 
Park 

Tbe fall of the year that Wildidle won these two 
Jerome events saw Jimmy Kelly, A1 Smith, J. E. 
Brewster, A. 8. Gage, Mark Littell and other east- 
ern men, together with jockeys William Lakeland, 
George Barbee, Hennessey, Palmer, etc,, start for 
Han Francisco, 

A parse of $30,0(X) in gold, four mile heats, was to 
be ruD for Thanksgiving day at the Golden Gate 
city, and a number of eastern horses had been sent 
on, among them Katie Pease, Hnbbard, Hpringbok, 
Wildidle, Grinstead and Rutheiford. The New 
Yorkers reached ’Frisco in September, bat the race 
was thrice postponed, first from the rains and after- 
ward from the breaking down of Springbok, Grin- 
stead and Wildidle. 

This caused a final postponement until February 
22, 1876, when the race was set for decision over the 
old Bay District track. Captain T. G. Moore mean* 
while had sent up to Oregon and got bis old eight- 
year-old horse, Foster, by Lezington— Verona, to 
represent Mark Littell’s interests in the race. Fos- 
ter had been at the stnd two years and been ridden 
by ladies and children. 

In siz weeks T. Moore and W. Lakeland prepared 
the old racer at Sacramento for the arduous strug- 
gle at four mile heats. Few of the eastern men, 
ezespt the Moore-Littell-Lakeland party, knew 
how good Foster was, ezeept James Kelly, and the 
latter, the night before the race, bonght every pool 
sold on Foster. Rutherford was the choice, and as 
much as 5 and 6 to 1 against Foster ruled in the 
earlier odds. 

At the track nezt !day Kelly continued to back 
Foster, and at the end of the selling the latter was 
nearly as good a favorite as Rntberford, Foster, 
ridden by Lakeland, beat Rutherford a neck in the 
first heat in 7 :38, and the second heat, for which 
only the two started, in a gallop, in 7 :53 for the four 
miles. The Kelly-Littell party won some $30,(X)0, 
ontside of the first money in the pnrse, which 
amounted to only $18,000, as the conditions called 
for second money of $6,000. third $4,000 and fourth 
$2,000. As all bat two horses were distanced, the 
clnb, by a danse to that effect, only paid ont first 
and second moneys. 

Along in the early ’90s L. O. Appleby and James 
E. Kelly bnilt the beantifnl race coarse at Linden 
Park, which shortly afterward had to be closed in 
compliance with fanatical legislation. Mr. Kelly 
was also a large owner of the property that com- 
prised old Jerome Park, since appropriated by the 
city for reservoir purposes. 



THE PEPPER SALE. 

The sale of horses in training from the Pepper 
Stable, owned by Col. J. E. Pepper and those of P. 
H. McCarren, J. J. McCafferty, M. F. Dwyer and 
many other owners, took place in the Aqnednct 
paddocks before the races began last Friday. The 
Pepper horses were sold as it has been nnderstood 
that Pepper was abont to retire, but as Lonise 
Elston and Pearl Diver were not offered while 
Fleeing Venns, Love Note, Merry Royal and Mint 
Leaf were bonght in the name of the Meadowthorpe 
Stud, which is owned by Col. Pepper, it looks as if 
Pepper will continue to raise horses. The best bid- 
ding took place on the three-year-old Whiskey 
King, which went to J. F. Winters for $4,000, while 
J. McLanghlin paid $2,700 for the two-year-old 
Royal Sammons. H. L. Coleman, which was sup- 
posed to have been sold to J. Frayling for $703 car- 
ried the colors of his owner J. J. McCafferty in a 
race later on in the day, while Courtenay supposed 
to have been sold to W. Wallace for $900 also car. 
ried the colors of his owner, J. A. Bennett and won. 
Although the Monahan horses were pnrehased by 
J. Stollberg, by which it appears that th«v were, 
bonght in.
